FOR BAISING WAGES 


Endeavors of Britis+ Government to 
Remedy Evil Working Conditions 
Wage Astonishingly Low 


The Weekly London Letter of the 
Journal of Commerce of Montreal has 
recently contained some very in- 
teresting comments on working con- 
ditions in the mines and factories of 
Great Britain, as well as on the farms. 
To those who are accustomed to the 
prevailing high rate of wages of the 
Canadian West, or even of Eastern 
Canada, and the splendid working 
eonditions which exist here, the 
wages of the average British worker 
seem most unjust. 

Whether the fortunate position of 
Canadians with respect to wages and 
working conditions, as compared with 
those in Great Britain, result from 
the respective trade policies of the 
two countries or not, it would seem 
only reasonable that Canadians should 
be slow to make a departure in a 
policy, the results of which with re- 
spect to wages they are noi sure of. 

Better Pay 

Discussing the living wage legis- 
lation as enacted in connection with 
the miners’ strike the correspondent 
of The Journal of Commerce writes 
as follows: 

I think you will find the Liberal 
Government, if it remains in power, 
making a considerable extension in 
the application of living wage legis- 
lation to low-paid industries. (We 
shall still go on calling it “minimum 
wage” legislation, | suppose, although 
we really mean “living wage” legis- 
lation), In 1909 the Government 
passed the Trade Boards Act, under 
which boards are set up to decide 
wages in certain trades. The inten- 
tion is to prevent the payment of 
“sweating” wages. Under the Act 
minimum wages have been fixed in 
the chain-making, paperbox making, 
ready-made tailoring, and lace making 
trades, and in all these industries it 
{is illegal now to pay sweating wages. 
And the remarkable result is that the 
employers in these trades are not find- 
ing the compulsory increase in wages 
any drawback to their prosperity. In 
the worst of them all, the chain-mak- 
ing trade, the employers cannot get 
workers enough. At the present time 
wages are being arranged in another 
group of low-paid industries, and now 
it mey be said that we are on the 
eve of 1 still further extension of the 
principle. 

Housing and Wages 

The matter has arisen through the 
pressing forward of the housing re- 
form proposals of the Government. 
These proposals as 1 have already de- 
scribed, deal with housing conditions 
in the towns as well as in the coun- 
try, and the Government {s met with 
the same obstacle in both cases. How 
can they expect men to live in decent 
houses, or decent houses to be built 
for them, ff the weekly wage is not 
big enough to pay a fair rent? It is 
clear that basic reform is a reform 
in wages. And I have no doubt that 
the Government will attack the prob- 
lem with courage and _ conviction. 
Such experiments as have been made 
show that higher wages can be paid 
with advantage to both employerg and 
employed. 


LOW WAGES IN BRITAIN 


What the Lioyd George insurance 
Scheme Actuaries Ascertained 


According to the “Journa! of Com- 
merce” of Montreal, in recent ar- 
tlole dealing with the sick and un- 
employment features of the Lloyd 
George Insurance Bill, it ts said that 
it has been found desirable to make 
@ further extension of the principle 
which exempts from personal contri- 
bution individuals earning less than 
36 cents a day and which takes re- 
duced rates from those earning less 
than 60 cents a day. The Govern- 
ment actuaries estimated that there 
would be found no fewer than 96,000 
adult men and 711,000 adult women 
whose total earnings from al! sources 
would amount to less than $150 a year. 
In the fipet quarter 411,487 persons 
were exoused upon these grounds, a 
figure which makes it probable that 
some two hundred thousand of poor 
women failed to escape an illegal de 
duction. 

These people, who earn such scan- 
dalously low wages in England, make 
much of the textile goods, clothing 
and in some cases food products 
which some Western Canadians would 
like to see come into Canada free of 
duty. Do Canadians as a whole wish 
to encourage industries in Great 
Britain which are paying their help 
such shamefully low wages that the 
workers are excused from contribut- 
ing to the Lloyd George Insurance 
Bill? Is not a Canadian in a Oan- 
adian factory, who is earning a decent 
living wage, worthy of support even if 
to support him means the retention of 
@ moderate duty on the lines he is 
engaged in manufacturing? 


‘BRITISH LEGISLATION | Tax Exem 


ption Griev- 
ances 


To the Editor:- 

The tax exemption of the Can- 
adian Pacific Railway Co, is assum- 
ing aspects which may seriously 
damage the credit and good stand- 
ing of the municipalities in Alberta 
which are so unfortunate as to have 
C.P.R., lands inside their boundaries, 
We are told that the Privy Council 
in England decision was to the 
effect that C.P.R. lands, once sold 
by the C,P.R., were subject to tax- 
ation but that lands which revert to 
the C,P.R,, due to settlers abandon- 
ing their land or C.P.R. foreclosing 
same, again become exempt from 
taxation, and remain so until the 
C.P.R. can make further profits on 
these lands by reselling said lands 
to other settlers, 

No better illustration of the point 
at issue can be given than by  stat- 
ing the position of the Keoma 
Municipality 

Last year this municipality raised 
$25,000 on debenture taxation for 
the construction of roads. The 
bonds were sold subject to public 
statements given regarding the as- 
sessable lands insice the munici- 
pality. It appears 
formed apinion by 


go per cent of the farmers do no 
longer held equities on their lands 
in this C.P.R. irrigated belt, if the 
C.P.R. charges ayainst the lands 
are to be looked upon as _ valid. 
This is the result of 5 to 10 years of 
labor of the farmers on these socall- 
ed irrigated Jands. 

Tocut along story short these 
the bondholders will probably lose 
all their money if these lands revert 
to the Company, should the C.P.R. 
contentions hold good, that these 
lands, the full assessable amounts 
of which were pleged as security for 
the debenture loan, again become 
exempt of taxation when they re- 
vert to the railway company. 

It is hardly likely that the lands 
of those few who have paid up in full 
to the C.P.R., when sold under the 
hammer by the debenture holders, 
will cover the debenture loan. 

The fact remains that every tract 
of land or farm reverting to the 
C.P.R. lowers the security of the 
bondholders, it the C.P.R. demands 
are sustained. This state of affairs 
ought to be given careful consider- 
ation by the authorities. 

The C.P.R, are exempt of tax- 
ation, whilst waiting for the 
raising value of their lands and pay 
no tax for roadwork, schools, pub- 
lic hail insurance etc, the tull burden 
of which is alone carried by the 
farmers and the other owners of the 
land. On the other hand the 
money for these expenditures facil- 
itates the sale or resale of the 
C.P.R. lands, 

The state of affairs is becoming 
intolerable. The United Farmers 
of Alberta, Strathmore, passed a 
resolution some time ago asking 
the Dominion Government to pay 
to the municipalities and the school 
districts, which were so unfortunate 
as to have C.P.R_ lands in their 
boundaries, all the taxes which the 
C.P,R. were exempt of, due to the 
fact that the Dominion Government 
had made the C.P.R. exempt of 
taxation, and this was working an 
undue hardship upon those districts 
which were burdened by C. P. R. 
lands 
We hope that prompt action will 

taken to establish conditions, 
which will secure the yearly tax 
revenue from all lands on their full 
assessable amount in the municipal- 
ities and the school district.

Homesteaders Bene- 
fitted by New Regu- 
lations 


We have just received from the 
Department of the Interior, Ottawa, 
particulars of the changes made in 
the Dominion Lands Act during the 
past session of Parliament, for the 
benefit of the homesteader. 

These regulations are too long 
for us to publish in full, but they 
may be summarised as follows;

‘Cereal’ Map 


A new edition of a very intereste 
ing ‘‘Cereal” Map ot Alberta is just 
available for distribution from tke 
Railway Lands Branch of the De- 
partment of the Interior at Ottawa. 


WHAT THE MAP SHOWS 


From year to year an annual pub- 
lication known as a ‘*Homestead” 
Map, showing graphically the land 
situation, has been issued from the 
Department, but when the size and 
importance of the large area alien- 
ated from the Crown as shown in 
this map has been taken into con- 
sideration the question has arisen 
‘‘What is being done with the land?” 
The Cereal Map is an attempt to 
answer the question in the clearest 
manner possible, and, so far as 
grain growing is concerned, enables 
one to tell at a glance what particu- 
lar variety of grain is being suc- 
cessfully grown in each township, 
or district. 


INFORMATION SHOWN IN 
COLOURS 


The acreage devoted to the four 
leading grains in every township is 
indicated on the map by means of 
circles drawn to scale, a differeat 
colour having been used for each of 
the principal grains, and the total 
space covered by the circles in each 
township representing the exact 
area which has been devoted in that 
township to the production ot the 
four leading cereals. A number in- 
side each circle gives, to the nearest 
thousand, the total acreage in each 
township which has been devoted 
to the production of a certain cereal 


COMPLETE STATISTICAL IN- 
FORMATION 


The table information given on 
the map shows the acreage planted, 
production in bushels, and yield per 
acre, of the principal grains since 
1883, (the earlist record), down to 
the present time.

The Council, at their last meet- 
ing, decided to erect dressing rooms 
on the north side of the lake, Mr 
Geo Hill was awarded the contract, 
and the jub will probably be com- 
pleted by today. It was intended 
at first to partition the dressing 
rooms, and have one side for ladies 
and the other for gentlemen, but 
some objection was taken to this 
and it is prebable that a separate 
dressing room will be built for ladies 
if the demand warrants. So tar 
residents living near the lake have 
been dressing in their homes and 
going down to the lake in a water- 
proof or bathrobe. 

There have been some complaints 
as to persons bringing horses to the 
lake and swimming them there, 
and this is a practice that should be 
stopped at once, 

Tenders are being called for in 
this issue for the fencing of the 
park, and it is hoped that this will 
be completed in time for the official 
opening and sports on tgth inst. 

The park and take is acknow- 
ledged to be a great asset to the 
town, and it is very few towns who 
have such a large body of fresh 
water so close to their doors 
Most of the commercial men and 
other visitors have taken advantage 
of the opprotunity for a swim, and 
have commended very  favor- 
ably on the enterprise of the Town 
in this matter. 

The lake is fed from the irrigation 
ditch south of town, and the over 
flow will be carried under the rail- 
road, so that the water is kept fresh 
at all times.

The White Plague in 
Alberta 


PROPOSED SANATORIUM 


Some time ago an association 
was formed in Alberta for the 
Prevention of Tuberculosis, and 
since its establishment this body 
has been pressing for the estab- 
lishment of a Sanitorium where 
patients could be sent for treat- 
ment. A grant of 320 acres of 
land between Mitford and 
Radnor, Alberta, has deen made 
by the Dominion Government. 

It is the intention of the Assoc- 
iation to ask the legislature of the 
Province of Alberta to erect, 
equip, and maintain a Provincial 
Sanitorium on the land donated 
by the Dominion Government. 
The Association feels that the 
time has passed when the care of 
tubercular patients should be left 
to philantrophy, and therefor their 
appeal is being made to the rate- 
payers through the Provincial 
legislature- They ask tor the 
support of the citizens of the Pro- 
vince in bringing this matter be- 
fore the attention of their admin- 
istrators. 

The Association’s views on the 
matter are brought eloquently be- 
fore the public in an open letter 
by Mrs Arthur Murphy, Edmon- 
ton, better known throughout the 
Dominion by her nom de plume 
of ‘Janey Canuck”. Space for- 
bids the publication of the whole 
of her interesting letter, but we 
give the following extract, waich 
emphasises the duty of the legis- 
lature on the subject: 

‘‘People who are a menace to 
the community because of 
brain disease are sent to Ponoka 
and paid for by the Province 
it they cannot afford to pay for 
themselves. People who are 
a menace by reason of small-pox, 
dipheria or other infectious dis- 
eases are properly cared for and 
isolated by the authorities. This 
same principle should be applied 
to the treatment and cure for tub- 
erculosis, the hidieous, ever-pre- 
sent vampire which has threaten- 
ed the vitality of our race. Be- 
cause of the grip it has acquired 
this is a problem beyond the cap- 
acity of private purses to solve 
and must inevitably be faced by 
the different provinces and by 
the Dominion asa whole. It is 
no mere puzzle in pathology to 
be dealt with by specialists in 
hygiene or medical health officers 
but it is a matter of the gravest 
national significance and one 
which if neglected becomes in the 
widest sense a national calamity 
When it was explained to his late 
Majesty King Edward VII., that 
tubercolosis was a_ preventable 
disease, his majesty remarked, 
“If preventable, why not prevent 
it?” The question still clamors 
for an answer, Many valuable 
lives are lost to the province be- 
tween the ages of 20 and 35, as 
the disease is most commonly 
found among those in the third 
decade of life. In the year 1912, 
in Alberta, 241 people died cf pul- 
monary tuberculosis, and the ‘oss 
by deaths to Edmonton alone 
without considering any other 
part of the province represents in 
one year asum sufficient to est- 
ablish a well-equipped provincial 
sanitorium, 

The conservation of the lives of 
the people of the province must 
without question, take precedence 
over all other subjects or works. 

It is estimated that each emi- 
grant coming to Canada has a 
monetary value to the country 
of five thousand dollars. If 
then, we allow this man’s earning 


Capacity to become impaired, or 


allow him to lose his life 
through our neglect, we are sure- 
ly wasting our human resources 


in a manner which is in the high- 
est degree culpab'e. 

BRING PRESSURE 

MEMBERS 

It is the intention of our assoc- 
iation to request the legislature of 
the Province of Alberta to erect, 
equip and maintain a Provincial 
Sanatorium on the 320 acres to 
be donated by the Dominion 
Government. In this purpose 
we fee! we wil! have the unquali- 
fled support of ail right-thinking 
ratepayers throughout Alberta, 
whatever their political stripe 
In order that there may be no 
question about this matter, will 
the medical associations, Wwo- 
men’s clubs, and citizens gener- 
ally see that direct pressure is 
brought to bear upon the member 
for their constituency so that 
when he comes to the next 
session of the house he may 
know exactly how the voters 
stand. This should be attended 
to without delay, and surely at- 
tended to.”
